Section  4.  The  Board  will  meet  with  the  Council  of 
the  Association  when  the  latter  is  dealing  with  major 
cases   of  discipline. 


THE  HONOR  CODE 


Self-government  can  be  successful  only  when  founded 
on  personal  honor.  Personal  honor  requires  that  every 
student  act  honorably  in  academic  work  as  well  as  in  ev- 
ery other  phase  of  college  life.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  stu- 
dent to  uphold  the  ideals  and  regulations  of  the  College 
through  his  or  her  own  personal  conduct.  If  a  student 
should  act  dishonorably  in  any  phase  of  college  life,  she 
is  bound  by  her  personal  honor  to  report  herself  within 
twenty-four  hours   to   the   Student   Council. 

Each  student  should  realize  that  the  honor  of  the 
student  body  is  no  greater  than  the  personal  honor  of 
each  student.  Therefore,  under  a  system  of  self-govern- 
ment, a  student  is  responsible  not  only  for  her  own  con- 
duct but  also  for  that  of  the  other  members  of  the  group.

Friday  shall  be  President's  Day  un- 
less he  is  out  of  town.  The  Glee  Club  will  sing  each 
Friday.  During  the  second  semester,  Friday  will  be 
especially  devoted  to  the  Sophomores.  On  these  Sopho- 
more Days  the  Sophomores  will  march  in  line  following 
the  processional. 

General  Statement 

fill  Baptist  men  and  women  are  invited  to  join  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  (B.  S.  U.)  on  our  campus.  Resident 
college  girls  are  urged  to  join  the  college  Young  Women's 
Auxiliary  (Y.  W.  fl.)  and  the  resident  high  school  girls, 
the  Girls  Auxiliary  (G.  A.).  The  ministers  are  invited  to 
join  the  Ministerial  Association.  The  students  will  want 
to  attend  Sunday  School,  Church,  evening  services,  pray- 
er  meeting   in   their   own   churches. 

Required  Services 
fl.     Chapel 

Chapel  is  required  of  all  resident  and  non-resident 
students.  Three  (3)  free  cuts  are  given  each  student  for 
each  semester.  Students  are  assigned  seats  at  all  re- 
quired services.  Monitors  check  the  attendance.  Excuses 
written  by  students  in  ink  are  taken  to  the  Registrar  by 
the  student  for  chapel  absences.  Three  (3)  unexcused  ab- 
sences from  chapel  amount  to  one  unexcused  absence  in 
each  class  the  student  is  taking. 

B.     Special  Services 

Resident  and  non-resident  students  will  attend  all 
special  vesper  services  during  the  year  (Christmas,  Eas- 
ter, etc.)  They  will  also  attend  morning  and  evening 
services  during  evangelistic  and  religious  emphasis  week 
services  (early  October  and  early  February,  respectively). 
Students  who  are  absent  must  "write  in  ink  their  excuse 
and    take  .it    to    the    Registrar.     One    unexcused    absence 
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subtracts   one   (1)   quality   point   from   the   student's   quality- 
points. 

C.     Resident  Students 

1.  Morning  Watch  and  breakfast  are  required  of 
each   resident   student    Monday   through    Saturday. 

2.  Wednesday  Vespers  are  required  of  resident  stu- 
dents. Non-resident  students  are  invited  to  Wednesday 
Vespers.  Students  will  file  a  written  excuse  in  the 
Dean's  Office  for  each  absence  from  these  activities. 
One  demerit  will  be  given   for  each  unexcused  absence. 

3.  Sunday  school  and  church  attendance  are  re- 
quired of  all  resident  students.  Two  (2)  demerits  are  giv- 
en for  unexcused  absence.  Please  give  written  excuse 
from  the  Nurse  to  the  Dean  of  Women.  If  you  are  too 
ill  to  attend  church,  you  are  ill  -enough  to  report  to  the 
Infirmary.  Three  (3)  free  cuts  are  given  each  semester 
for  Sunday   School   and   Church  attendance. 

4.  Attendance  on  Evening  Watch  is  optional.  Even- 
ing Watch  is  held  on  each  hall  Monday  through  Friday 
for  about  ten  minutes  for  Bible  reading  and  prayer,  just 
before   quiet  hour. 


ELECTION  OF  CLASS  OFFICERS 


Eligibility  Requirements 

In  order  to  be   eligible   to   serve  as   a  class   officer,   a 
student   must  meet   the   following   requirements: 

1.  Socially  approved  conduct 

2.  Adequacy  of  scholarship 

3.  An    attitude    in    harmony    with    the    principles    and 
ideals   of  the   college. 


Nomination 

Officers    shall   be    nominated   by    secret   written   ballot 
by  their  respective   classes. 


Nominating  Committee 

The  nominating  ballots  shall  be  tabulated  and  ar- 
ranged into  an  election  ballot  by  a  Nominating  Commit- 
tee composed  of  the  following  members:  The  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Government  Association 
with  the   Dean  of  Women  as   adviser. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  observe  the  follow- 
ing procedure  in  preparing  the   election  ballot. 


Position  on  the  Ballot 

Students  who  meet  the  eligibility  requirements  shall 
be  put  up  for  the  office  for  which  they  receive  the  great- 
est number  of  nominating  votes.  How^ever,  since  nom- 
inating votes  are  scattered,  the  total  number  of  votes 
each  student  receives  for  various  offices  shall  also  be 
counted  and  used  in  determining  his  being  put  in  another 
office  than  the  one  for  which  he  received  most  votes,  in 
case  two  or  more  other  students  receive  more  votes  than 
he   for   that   office. 
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General  Rules 

In  college  there  are  many  demands  on  your  time. 
Since  you  are  here  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  an  edu- 
cation, the  first  demand  is  always  that  of  the  class  at- 
tendance and  class  preparation,  fi  class  schedule  will 
be  set  up  for  you  at  registration. 

1.  Pay   fees. 

2.  Register  for  academic  work  (16  hours  maximum  if 
taking   science,    17   hours    if   not   taking   science). 

3.  The  5  or  6  subjects  you  will  take  include  piano,  violin, 
organ,  voice,  speech,  or  art  lessons,  as  well  as  class- 
es in  secretarial  science,  home  economics,  and 
journalism. 

4.  Register  for  physical  education  with  Mrs.  Wilson,  fill 
resident  and  non-resident  girls  will  take  physical  edu- 
cation (1  hour  credit  each  semester).  Resident  stu- 
dents sign  up  for  3  extra  hours  of  physical  exercise 
above   the   regular   hours    of   class   work. 

5.  The  course  in  Bible  1-fi  and  1-B  (Bsemester  hours 
credit  during  the  year)  is  required  of  all  regular 
students. 

6.  The  orientation  class  held  each  Monday  during  the 
chapel  period  is  required  of  all  students.  The  course 
carries  no  credit.  Usually  all  students  will  meet  in 
one  group,  but  more  often  three  groups  will  meet 
simultaneously  (men,  high  school  girls,  resident  and 
non-resident   girls). 

7.  Register  for  special  lessons  in  organ,  speech,  art, 
piano,    voice,    or   violin. 

8.  Register  for  music   practice. 

9.  Register  for  study  periods  with  Registrar  and  Dean 
of  Women.    Study  in  your  room,   in  library  or  in  cor- 
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ridor,    and   with    other   students. 

10.  Register  for  Glee  Club,  4-5  p.  m.  Audition  is  required 
of  all  students,  and  all  students  whom  the  instructor 
invites   are   urged   to   join.     I   hour   credit. 

1 1 .  Ask  Registrar  to  leave  time  on  your  schedule  for 
daily  cleaning  of  your  room. 

12.  Glee  Club  and  Physical  Education  are  not  consid- 
ered academic  subjects.

Corridor. 

7.  Register  with  the  instructor  of  Art,  Piano,  Voice, 
Organ,  or  Dramatics,  if  you  desire  private  lessons 
in  any  of  these  departments. 
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*8.  Present  your  card  of  admission  to  each  faculty 
member  as   you  meet   each  class   on  Saturday. 

*9.  Secure  list  of  textbooks  as  you  meet  each  class 
Saturday. 

*10.  Register  for  physical  education  -with  Mrs.  Wilson  on 
Monday,  September  20,  in  physical  education  de- 
partment (girls  only). 

*11.  Return  to  office  of  Registrar  and  have  her  add 
physical  education  classes,  private  lessons,  practice 
periods,   and   study   periods   to   your   schedule. 

12.  If  it  is  necessary  to  make  changes  in  your  course, 
report  to  the  office  of  the  Registrar  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. If  the  change  is  advisable,  you  will  be  giv- 
en a  card  of  admission  to  the  new  class  and  a  no- 
tice to  be  turned  in  to  the  instructor  whose  class 
you  are  dropping.  If  these  changes  are  made  after 
Saturday,  October  2,  you  will  pay  a  fee  of  $1.00 
when  the  change  is   authorized  by  the  Registrar. 

13.  Practice  periods  for  piano  may  be  scheduled  only 
during  class   periods   (no   practice   at   night).

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R.     Class  Attendance 

1.  Students  are  required  to   attend  all  classes  regularly. 

2.  All  changes  of  courses  must  be  made  within  two 
weeks  following  the  last  day  of  classification  and 
registration   for   each   semester. 

3.  Students  will  wait  ten  minutes  for  the  arrival  of  the 
instructor  after  the  ringing  of  the  class  bell.  In  the 
absence  of  any  communication  from  the  instructor 
the    students    may   then   leave. 

4.  Misbehavior  in  class  will  not  be  tolerated.  Instructor 
will  dismiss  anyone  from  class  who  misbehaves,  re- 
porting the  case  on  the  daily  absence  report.  (Dis- 
missal from  class  for  misbehavior  constitutes  an  un- 
excused   absence). 

B.     Absences 

1.  Absences  are  recorded  and  reported  by  the  instructor 
to  the  Registrar  daily  from  the  first  day  of  regular 
class  work. 

2.  Absences  from  class  may  be  excused  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons: 

(1)  personal  illness;  (2)  death  in  the  family;  (3)  crit- 
ical emergency  in  the  family;  (4)  college  business; 
and  (5)  field  trips  which  necessitate  absence  from 
other  classes.  (One  absence  each  semester  allowed, 
for  most  trips  will  be  taken  during  laboratory  period). 

3.  General  instructions  about  absences: 

(1)  Necessary  appointments  with  doctors  or  dentists 
are  made  at  times  that  will  not  interfere  with  the 
student's  regular  class  schedule.  It  is  in  your  in- 
terest as  well  as  ours  to  be  sure  that  all  ex- 
cuses   for    illness    are    valid.     To    avoid    possible 
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questions  on  this  point,  excuses  for  day  students 
that  are  minors  will  be  signed  by  one  of  the 
parents,  and,  when  theabsence  involves  treatment 
by  a  doctor,  his  statement  will  be  attached.  The 
same  request  is  made  of  parents  of  boarding 
students  in  the  case  of  illness  occurring  at  home 
and  delaying  the  student's  return  to  classes.  The 
only  excuses  for  illness  accepted  for  boarding 
students  while  in  residence  and  not  under  the 
family  physician  will  be  executed  by  the  college 
physician  or  nurse,  fi  day  student  who  is  of  age 
and  self-supporting  or  married  may  submit  her 
own  excuses,  attaching  the  statement  of  treatment 
by  the   physician. 

(2)  Both  day  and  resident  students  are  responsible 
for  taking  excuses   for  absences  to  the   Registrar. 

(3)  Resident  students  will  report  to  infirmary  in  case 
of  illness. 

(4)  The  nurse  will  give  the  student  a  written  excuse 
for  absence  from  class  at  the  time  the  student  is 
dismissed  from  the  infirmary.  In  case  the  doctor's 
services  are  involved  a  statement  from  the  doctor 
is  attached  to  the  written  excuse  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Nurse. 

(5)  The  Dean  of  Women  will  give  written  excuse  for 
absence  from  class  of  day  or  resident  students  for 
(a)  absence  due  to  being  engaged  in  College 
business,  and  (b)  due  to  being  called  home  for 
an  emergency  in  the  family  such  as  a  death. 
The  student  will  take   the  excuse  to  the  Registrar. 

(6)  The  instructor  gives  to  the  Registrar  a  list  of  stu- 
dents (day  and  resident)  who  go  on  field  trips 
when  the  trip  necessitates  absence  from  other 
classes  during  the  day.  One  such  absence  is  al- 
lowed each  student  each  semester.  The  instruc- 
tor will  get  the  approval  of  the  Registrar  and 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  for  all  such  trips. 
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C.     Class  Cuts 


L  Each  student  is  allowed  three  free  cuts  in  each  sub- 
ject for  each   semester. 

2.  Student  notifies  the  Registrar  if  the  absence  is  a  cut. 

3.  Three   unexcused   tardinesses   constitute   one   cut. 

4.  Students  will  explain  to  the  Registrar  the  reason  for 
his  tardiness.  The  Registrar  may  excuse  the  tardiness 
if  the  excuse   is  valid. 

D.     Unexcused  Absences 

1.  After  one  unexcused  absence  during  a  semester  a 
student   is   placed  on  probation  in   the   class. 

2.  After  two  unexcused  absences  a  student  is  dropped 
from   the   class. 

3.  A  student  expelled  from,  class  by  the  instructor  on 
account  of  misbehavior  is  given  an  unexcused  ab- 
sence for  each  expulsion. 

4.  No  excessive  cuts  are  allowed  because  an  over-cut 
automatically   becomes   an   unexcused   absence. 

E.     Tests  and  Examinations 

1.  Permission  to  make  up  tests  must  be  received  from 
the   Registrar  in  consultation  with  the  instructor. 

2.  Permission  .  to  make  -..up  final  examinations  which 
have  been  missed  will  be  given  only  in  case  of 
serious    emergency,    and    must    be    approved    by    the 

r  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  A  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  sub- 
ject, will  be  paid  for  each  make-up  test  or  examina- 
tion requiring  extra  work  by   the    teacher. 
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3.  Tests  will  be  given  frequently  and  the  students  ad- 
vised of  their  grades  within  a   short   time  thereafter. 

4.  As  the  instructor  finds  necessary,  review  tests  will 
be   given. 

5.  The  students  will  be  informed  constantly  about  the 
quality  of  work  they  are  doing,  and  they  will  be 
often  reminded  of  the  quality  of  work  they  are  cap- 
able of  doing. 

6.  The  Registrar  will  mail  grades  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter   and    each   semester   to   the   parents. 

7.  The  instructor  will  inform  her  students  about  their 
grades  at  the  end  of  each  grading  period  (quarter 
and   semester).

T'wo-'week  books — Persons  desiring  books  may  go  to 
the  shelves  to  make  a  selection,  or  may  fill  in  the  call 
slips  at  the  catalogue  for  quick  location,  fill  books  on 
the  stack  shelves  may  be  borrowed  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks,   and  renew^ed   once   for   the   same   period. 

Reserved  books — Books  placed  on  reserved  shelves 
by  the  Faculty  may  not  leave  the  Library  except  at  clos- 
ing hours  -  to  be  returned  by  9  a.  m.  except  Sundays. 

Fines — R  fine  of  25c  will  be  charged  for  overdue  re- 
serve books  for  the  first  hour  and  5c  for  each  additional 
hour.

All  A.  C.  girls  will  strive  at 
all  times  to  be  pleasant,  considerate,  and  thoughtful, 
especially  in  the  Dining  Room  and  the  Canteen  at  meal 
time.  Make  pleasant  conversation.  Learn  to  be  an  in- 
terested and  an  interesting  person. 

3.  TABLE  HOSTESS.  A  faculty  or  staff  member  will 
serve  as  Hostess  for  each  table.  One  waitress  will  sit  at 
each  table.  No  one  may  leave  the  Dining  Room  until  the 
Dining  Room  Hostess  opens  the  doors.  This  is  the  signal 
to  the  hostess  that  they  may  then  excuse  the  students  at 
her  table,   if  every  one  has  finished  eating. 

4.  MANNERS.  Reminders:  (1)  Hands  in  lap.  Do  not 
play  or  toy  with  silver  or  glassware  while  eating.

A  student  who  is  improperly  dressed 
may  be  refused  entrance  to  the  Dining  Room  by  the 
Hostess.     Every    Thursday    night    is    a    semi-formal    dinner. 
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Dress  up  in  a  dressy  dress  and  with  hose.  Wear  jewelry 
or  flower  if  desired.  Every  second  Tuesday  night  in  each 
month  is  the  birthday  party.  Evening  dresses  will  be 
worn.  Sunday  morning  breakfast  is  informal  —  house 
coats,  house  slippers,  and  kerchiefs.  Saturday  evening 
supper  is  informal  —  bluejeans  and  kerchiefs  are  al- 
lowed, but  dress  as  you  choose.  Shorts  are  never  al- 
lowed for  picnics  on  the  grounds  or  for  the  Dining  Room. 
For  dinner  each  evening  girls  are  expected  to  be  MTell- 
groomed.  Skirts,  sweaters,  socks,  school  clothes  are  for 
ihe  regular  meals  scheduled  in  the  Dining  Room.  Ker- 
chiefs  and   rolled  hair  are  not   allowed. 

6.  COMPLAINTS.  Let  us  all  be  thankful  to  God  for 
His  manifold  blessings.  Please  do  not  compain  about  the 
food.  The  dietitian  will  receive  suggestions  once  a  week 
about  cooking   your  favorite   dish. 

7.  DRAWING  OF  NAMES  FOR  SEATING.  Names 
are  drawn  each  Monday  after  lunch.  Draw  names  as 
you  leave  the  Dining  Room.  We  change  tables  each 
Monday,  at  supper.  Let  us  get  acguainted  with  one 
another. 

8.  DEMERITS.  Table  Hostesses  and  the  Dining  Room 
Hostess  as  well  as  members  of  the  Student  Government 
Council  will  report  to  the  Dean  of  Women  the  names  of 
girls   who   misbehave   in   the    Dining   Room. 

9.  MEAL  TICKETS  for  guests  may  be  bought  in  the 
Business  Office  from  Miss  Kay.  Breakfast,  40c;  Lunch 
60c,   Supper,   75c,   Sunday  Dinner,   $1.00. 

10.  Parents    will    be    entertained    in    the    Dining    Room 
free    one   time   each    semester. 

11.  Day  students  may  eat  in  the  Dining  Room  for  the 
same   price   as   guests. 

12.  Day  students  may  purchase  tickets  in  the  Busi- 
ness   Office    for   meals. 
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13.  Students  are  requested  to  be  on  time  for  meals. 
The  bell  will  ring   5   minutes'  before   each   meal. 

14.  Students,  staff  and  faculty  are  requested  to  con- 
serve food  by  signing  the  meal  book  when  they  plan  to 
eat    away   from   the    College. 

15.  ANNOUNCEMENTS.  Announcements  will  not  be 
made  in  the  Dining  Room.  There  may  be  necessary  ex- 
ceptions for  emergencies.  Enjoy  your  meals.  Forget 
math,  Spanish  and  Chemistry,  and  how  hard  the  test  is 
going  to  be.  Let  us  relax  and  enjoy  our  food  and  the 
fellowship    with    one    another. 

16.  Food  will  not  be  taken  from  the  Kitchen  or  Din- 
ing Room. 

17.  Utensils  will  not  be  borrowed  from  the  Kitchen. 

18.  Silverware  will  not  be  taken  from  the  Dining 
Room. 

19.  You  may  take  fruit  and  candy  when  your  Hostess 
indicates   that   you   may   do   so. 


KITCHEN  REGULATIONS 

The  telephone  in  the  Dining  Room  is  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  the  Dietitian.  During  meal  times,  the 
Dietitian  will  be  responsible  for  answering  the  telephone. 
Calls  may  be  received  if  urgent. 

Serving  three  meals  a  day  is  a  big  task.  The  kitch- 
en force  is  hindered  by  people  going  into  the  kitchen  for 
special  favors.  Women  cooks  are  not  allowed  to  con- 
tract   for   laundry. 

No  one  is  allowed  in  the  kitchen  except  at  the  in- 
vitation of  dietitian.  Waitresses  are  not  allowed  in  the 
kitchen.  Dietitian  will  give  special  invitation  and  seek 
help  of  students,  faculty  or  staff  in  preparing  for  special 
occasions.  Otherwise,  please  cooperate  by  not  coming 
into   the   kitchen. 

The  Dean  of  Women  will  confer  with  the  dietitian  at 
all  times  concerning  students  wishing  the  special  services 
of   the   kitchen.

1.  Students  who  need  medical  attention  will  report  to 
the   infirmary   as    soon   as   possible. 

2.  Students  will  receive  written  excuse  for  absence  from 
class  from  the  nurse  before  leaving  the  infirmary. 
The  written  excuse  will  be  taken  to  the  Registrar's 
office   by  the   student. 

3.  No  meals  will  be  served  in  the  rooms.  Sick  girls 
will  report  to  the  infirmary. 

4.  Each  bed  patient  should  bring  to  the  infirmary  when 
she  enters  the  following  items:  toothpaste,  tooth 
brush,  wash  cloth,  soap,  towel,  two  pairs  of  pajamas, 
house  coat,  slippers. 

5.  No  patient  may  have  visitors  except  with  the  per- 
mission  of   the   nurse. 

6.  Patients    must   be    quiet    at   all    times. 

7.  Nine  o'clock  bedtime  will  be  observed  by  patients 
in  the  infirmary. 

8.  Meals  will  be  served  to  all  bed  patients. 

9.  Girls  needing  the  doctor's  services  (such  as  dentist, 
eye,  ears,  nose,  and  throat  specialists)  will  consult 
the  nurse.  The  nurse  will  make  the  appointment  with 
the  doctor  and  accompany  the  girl  to  the  doctor's 
office  or  make  arrangements  for  another  girl  to  ac- 
company  patient   to   the   doctor's   office. 

10.  Medicine  prescribed  by  the  doctor  for  students  should 
be  kept  in  the  infirmary. 

11.  Each   girl   must  have   a  health  certificate. 
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12.  A  girl  who  is  very  ill  will  report  to  the  infirmary  be- 
fore bedtime. 

13.  The  nurse  will  report  misbehaviour  of  any  girl  dur- 
ing her  stay  in  the  infirmary  to  the  Dean  of  Women. 

14.  Student  will  sign  out  on  door  of  her  dormitory  room 
before   going   to   infirmary   for  illness. 

15.  The  doctor  will  be  called  for  consultation  upon  the 
advice  of  the  nurse. 

16.  Girls  may  report  to  the  infirmary  for  illness  after 
consultation  with  the  house  mother,  if  taken  ill  dur- 
ing  the   night. 


WOMEN  DAY  STUDENTS 

1.  Day    students    are    bound    by    the    regulations    of    the 
Student-Faculty   governing   regulations. 

2.  Day    students    will    observe    quiet    hours    which    are 
listed    under    dormitory    regulations. 

3.  Day    students    may    invite    resident    students    to    their 
homes   for  meals   on   Saturday   and   Sunday. 

4.  Day   students   may   invite  resident   students   to   go  rid- 
ing on   Saturday   and  Sunday   afternoons. 

5.  Day    students    may    accept    invitation    to    visit    in    the 
dormitory   on   Saturday   nights. 
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MEN  STUDENTS 

Men  students  are  welcome  to  Anderson  College.  You 
are  welcome  to  the  classrooms,  the  chapel,  special  ves- 
pers, all  programs,  concerts,  plays  and  receptions.  How- 
ever, we  hope  you  will  realize  that  ft.  C.  is  a  college 
primarily  for  girls  and  that  our  physical  plant  haslimita- 
tions  respecting  facilities  for  a  physical  education  pro- 
gram for  men  and  for  providing  lounges.  A  few  sug- 
gestions will  help  you  to  receive  the  fullest  measure  of 
the  best  that  the  school  can  offer  you  in  the  way  of  an 
excellent  education  in  a  cultural  and  religious  environ- 
ment. 

1.  The  trustees  of  Anderson  College  have  authorized  the 
elimination  of  smoking  from  the  campus.  Do  not 
smoke,   please,   while   on   the   campus   of   the   College. 

2.  Men  students  are  required  to  conform  to  Student  Gov- 
ernment  rules    and   regulations. 

3.  Men  are  required  to  attend  Chapel  and  all  required 
concerts,    programs,    and   special   vespers. 

4.  Men  may  purchase  tickets  for  lunch  in  the  dining 
hall  if  they  do  not  choose  to  leave  the  campus  be- 
fore returning  to  a  science  laboratory  in  the  afternoon. 

5.  Men  students  who  are  married  must  never  ask  A.  C. 
girls  to  go  anywhere  with  them  in  their  cars. 

6.  Men  students  will  report  to  their  classes  regularly 
and  on  time. 

7.  Men  may  use  the  library  and  canteen  during  the 
morning. 

8.  Men  are  asked  not  to  loiter  on  the  campus.  When 
classes  for  the  day  have  ended,  your  work  at  A.  C. 
is  finished  until  the  next  day  (unless  you  come  to  the 
library   or   to    special    meetings). 

9.  Single  men  ask  for  dates  with  A.  C.  girls  at  the 
hours  specified  for  dating.  Ask  in  advance  for  a 
date  and  make  plans  for  the  date.

10.  Men  are  required  to  v/ear  coats  to  classes,  to  Chapel, 
and  in  the  dining  room.  Coats,  ties  and  best  clothes 
are  to  be  worn  to  concerts,  vespers,  and  other  special 
programs  in  the  auditorium,  and  to  receptions.  Men 
must  be  properly  dressed  when  calling  on  young 
ladies  in  the  parlors,  taking  them  out  to  movies,  or 
on  a  dinner  date.  Men  may  wear  sport  clothes  to 
picnics,   sporting   events,   and  the  like. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  REGULATIONS 

High  School  students  belong  to  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  and  are  directly  responsible  to  it  for 
their  behaviour.  College  girls  and  high  school  girls  live, 
work,  play,  and  eat  together,  but  they  are  two  different 
groups  in  our  Anderson  College  life.  High  school  girls 
attend  Chapel,  vespers,  concerts,  parties,  and  take  part 
in  the   total   life   of  the   College. 

.High  school  girls  do  not  participate  in  distinctively 
college  affairs  nor  belong  to  definitely  college  organiza- 
tions;.   They  therefore  do  not  participate  in  the  follov\;-ing:

Young  Woman's   Auxiliary. 

The  Yodler  Staff  (except  through  the  high  school  rep- 
resentative v\7-ho  will  prepare  the  high  school 
news). 

The  Columns  Staff  (the  high  school  will  have  a  sec- 
tion in  the  Columns  and  will  work  with  their 
own   sponsor). 

High  school  girls  will  have  a  Girl's  Auxiliary  organ- 
ization to  match  the  Y.  W.  A.  organization  for  the  college 
girls.    They  may  organize   their  own  departmental  clubs. 

High  school  girls  are  not  eligible  for  membership  on 
a  college  basketball  team  but  may  have  a  team  of  their 
own.    High  school  girls  may  have  their  own  tennis  teams. 

High  school  girls  may  sing  in  the  Glee  Club  in  ac- 
cord with  the  wishes  of  the  Director.  They  may  put  on 
plays  in  the  spring  of  the  year. 

It  is  suggested  that  high  school  girls  organize  their 
own  clubs  such  as  garden,  music,  library,  Home  Eco- 
nomics, Commercial,  etc.  Each  club  will  choose  its  own 
sponsor.

2.  Students  sign  out  on  their  cords  at  any  time  they 
hove  dotes   either  on  campus  or  off  the  compus. 

3.  Students  sign  out  on  their  cords  at  any  time  they 
ore   away   from   the    college    overnight. 

4.  Students  sign  out  on  their  cords  at  ony  time  they 
ore  owoy  from  the  college  after  7:00  p.  m.  with 
girls,    boys,    or   adults. 

5.  Students  do  not  sign  in  until  their  dotes  hove  left 
the  building  including  Saturday  and  Sunday  nights 
and  nights   designated  as   free  nights. 

6.  Students  must  return  to  the  College  not  later  than 
10:30  on  week  nights  and  11:00  on  Saturday  night. 
BOYS  DO  NOT  COME  IN  THE  BUILDING  AFTER 
REGULAR  CLOSING  TIME. 

7.  Each  individual  student  is  responsible  for  signing  out 
and  in  at  all  times. 

8.  Students  ore  expected  not  to  plan  events  which  will 
keep  them  owoy  longer  than  regular  closing  hours. 

9.  Any  engagement  after  7:00  p.  m.  is  considered  o 
"night  out."  Soturdoy  and  Sunday  ore  not  "nights 
out." 

10.    Free  nights  will  be  given  for  the  following:    concerts, 
recitals,   school  ploys,   school  sponsored  events,  proy-

D.     General  Regulations 

1.  During  the  day  girls  may  sign  out  to  town  or  walk- 
ing in  groups  of  two  or  more  on  a  slip  provided  in 
the   Dean's  office. 

2.  Girls  will  go  to  town  during  the  day  in  groups  of 
two   or  more. 

3.  Girls  may  go  walking  before  6:00  p.  m.  in  groups 
of   two   or   more. 

4.  Girls  may  go  to  supper  and/or  the  movies  in  groups 
of    three. 


E.     Week-end  Permission 

1.  Each  student  is  allowed  three  week  ends  each 
semester  away  from  the  college.  This  includes  trips 
home,  to  other  college  campuses,  and  to  the  homes 
of  friends  and  relatives.  It  does  not  include  week- 
ends spent  away  from  the  college  when  the  student 
is   an   official   representative   of   the   college.

L.     First  Floor 
H.     Riding 

1.  Students  may  ride  with  approved  friends  or  relatives 
within  a  twenty  mile  radius  of  the  city  limits  of  An- 
derson until  5:30  p.  m.  In  the  early  fall  and  late 
spring  the  time  is  extended  until  7:30  p.  m.  on  Sun- 
day  afternoons.

2.  Students   are   not   to   ride   in  taxis   except  to   and   from 
-  bus    station.     Students    are    not    to    ride    in    taxis    with

3.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  use  car  of  young  men 
or  girl   friends. 

4.  fill  students  must  have  permission  from  home  to  ride 
within  the  regulations  of  the  college.  This  must  be 
on   file    in   the    Dean's    office. 

5.  Dating    in    parked    cars    is    absolutely    prohibited. 

6.  Students  may  ride  to  and  from  a  week-end  visit 
with  young  men  with  parent's   permission. 

7.  Students   may  ride   in  cars   on  double   dates.

2.  Out-going  calls  should  be  made  from  the  pay  tele- 
phones  in   the   dormitory. 

3.  Office  phones  are  business  phones.  Girls  are  re- 
quested  not   to   use   them  for  personal   calls. 

4.  No  telephone  calls  may  be  made  after  10:30  with- 
out  special  permission. 

5.  Day  students  will  use  the  pay  telephone  in  the  hall 
across  from  the  Dean's  office. 

6.  Students  will  please  limit   all   calls   to  five   minutes. 

K.     Fines 

Cash   fines   will   be   collected   for  the   infraction   of   the 
following   rules. 

1.  A  fine  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  to  any  student  who 
leaves  lights  or  radios  on  during  the  day,  when  no 
one   is   in   the   room. 

2.  R  fine  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  to  any  student  for 
food    or    equipment   taken    from   the    dining    room. 


L.     First  Floor 

1.  Students    do    not   study    in    the    parlors. 

2.  Students  do  not  play  the  parlor  piano  during  office 
hours. 

3.  Students  are  requested  to  be  careful  of  their  ap- 
pearance on  first  floor,  since  there  are  usually  visitors 
there. 


M.     Care  of  College  Property 

Students  are  asked  to  cooperate  in  the  care  of  build- 
ings. The  cost  for  repairing  damage  to  college  property 
will  be  charged  by  the  administration  to  the  student 
causing  the   damage. 


N.     Overnight  Guests 

Guests  may  be  entertained  in  the  dormitory  overnight 
on  the  "week-ends.  The  student  hostess  will  obtain  per- 
mission from  the  Dean  of  Women  in  advance.  Register 
the  guest  in  the  Dean's  office  upon  her  arrival. 

Guests  may  be  entertained  in  the  college  dining 
room   at   the    following    rates:     40    cents    for   breakfast,    50 


night.    We   never  "wear  tnem   on   tne   bus   or  in   the   Main 
building. 

In  the  dining  room  we  are  always  neatly  dressed. 
No  rolled  hair  or  sloppy  apparel  here.  On  Thursday 
night  we  dress  for  dinner,  fl  dressy  dress,  hose  and 
high  heels   will  be  right   for  this   occasion. 

For  birthday  parties  once  a  month  and  for  receptions 
we   come   in  our  prettiest  clothes  —  evening   dresses.

Each  resident  student  will  be  re- 
quired to  participate  in  sports  5  hours  each  week  includ- 
ing  the   two   hours   above. 

1.  fill  competitive  sports  will  be  intramural  (no  inter- 
collegiate). 

2.  College  students  only  play  on  college  teams,  high 
school   students    on   high   school   teams. 

3.  The  Athletic  Director  will  keep  a  point  system  for 
participation  in  sports.  Awards  will  be  given  in  the 
spring   in   recognition   of  achievements   in  athletics. 


THE  YODLER 

The  Yodler  is  the  campus  newspaper,  published 
monthly  or  more  frequently  by  the  students  of  Anderson 
College.  Writing  for  the  publication  affords  opportunity 
for  experience  to  those  who  are  interested  in  journalism. 
Every  student  receives  the  newspaper,  the  subscription 
being  included  in  the  student  activities  fees. 


THE  COLUMNS 

The  Columns  is  the  Yearbook  published  by  the  stu- 
dents of  Anderson  College.  It  attempts  to  make  a  record 
of  the  varied  student  interests.  Every  student  receives  a 
Yearbook  as  it,  too,  is  included  in  the  student  activities 
fee. 

PHI  THETA  KAPPA 

In  1932  the  Anderson  College  chapter,  Beta  Pi,  was 
granted   a   national   charter   by   the   Grand   Council   of   the 
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Phi  Theta  Kappa.  The  junior  college  honor  scholarship 
society,  corresponding?  to  Phi-  Beta  Kappa  for  four-year 
colleges,  has  chapters  in  numerous  accredited  junior  col- 
leges throughout  the  United  States.  A  student  to  be 
eligible  must  be  within  the  scholastic  upper  ten  per  cent 
of  the  students  enrolled  in  the  college  division.  The  local 
chapter  issues  invitations  to  students  carrying  2.50  qual- 
ity points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit,  which  is  a 
B  plus  average.  To  maintain  active  merabership  a  stu- 
dent must  at  the  end  of  any  given  semester  have  a 
grade  point  ratio  of  not  less  than  2  which  is  a  B 
average. 

fiLPHfl  PI  EPSILON 

Alpha  Pi  Epsilon  is  the  national  honorary  secretarial 
society  for  colleges.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to  professionalize 
the  status  of  the  college-trained  secretary.  The  society 
stresses  superior  achievement  in  stenography  and  stim- 
ulates a  salutary  interest  in  the  field  by  bringing  togeth- 
er students  outstanding  in  secretarial  subjects.  It  en- 
courages its  members  to  carry  high  ideals  into  business 
relations.  The  Sigma  Chapter  organized  at  Anderson  Col- 
lege in  May  1941  is  the  only  chapter  of  this  national 
organization  in  South  Carolina.  A  student  to  be  eligible 
must  make  a  grade  of  A  on  shorthand  and  a  B  on  all 
other  subjects. 

THE  COMMERCIflL  CLUB 

The  Commercial  Club  is  composed  of  students  reg- 
istered in  the  Commercial  Department.  Its  purpose  is  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  members  and  of  the  department. 

THE  INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  CLUB 

The  International  Relations  Club  of  Anderson  Col- 
lege holds  monthly  meetings  for  the  study  and  discussion 
of  international  affairs  and  sends  representatives  to  the 
sessions   of   the    Southwestern    Association,    of   which    it    is 
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a  charter  member.  Occasional  public  program  are  given. 
Membership  is  open  to  all  students  professing  an  interest 
in  international  affairs. 

THE  TOWN  CLUB 

The  day  students  of  Anderson  College  are  eligible 
for  membership  in  the  Town  Club.  The  Town  Club  provides 
for  the  recreational  activities  of  the  day  students.  It  has 
been  the  custom  each  year  for  the  members  of  the  Town 
Club   to   give   a   play    or   a   musical    revue. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  CLUB 

The  Doddridge  Home  Economics  Club  has  for  its  aim 
to  help  students  who  are  interested  in  this  field  develop 
initiative,  leadership,  and  professional  pride.  This  club, 
named  after  the  first  home  economics  teacher  at  Ander- 
son College,  is  affiliated  with  the  American  Home  Eco- 
nomics   Association.
